Montreal Typhoid. 


An article concerning the extensive | 


milk-borne outbreak of typhoid fever 
‘1 Montreal was published in a recent 
aumber of The Bulletin. The article 
covered the course of the outbreak up 
to April 30. There follows a later re- 
port issued by Dr. S. Boucher, which 
covers the outbreak up to July 9. 
Health officers everywhere will appre- 
ciate the information supplied by the 
Montreal health authorities, and they 
may well take heed of the unfortunate 


conditions that led to this epidemic 


—the world’s greatest outbreak of 


milk-borne ‘typhoid. Dr. Boucher 


states: 


“A preliminary report contained in- 


formation with regard to the number 


of cases reported since the beginning 


up to the thirtieth of April. 

Its disappearance, which seemed 
about to occur rapidly, did not ma- 
terialize, and a violent recrudescence 
took place, during which the number 
of patients rose to eighty-six per cent 
(869.) of the number of patients dur- 
ing the first period of the epidemic. 

The number of cases reported up to 
the thirtieth of April was 2603 the 
number of cases reported since the 
first of May up to the present date 
is 2242, divided as follows: |

The daily average of cases reported 
during the last 8 days having been 7, 
indicates the approaching end of the 
epidemic; in fact, epidemiological in- 
vestigations show that their origin can 
be retraced almost invariably to infec- 
tions by contact. | 
On the twenty-first of May last, the 
Provincial Bureau of Health, jointly 
‘vith the Municipal Department of 
Health, took up the sanitary control of 
one dairying establishment; this con- 
‘Tol was exercised particularly on the 
milk and cream supply, on the work- 
ing of the pasteurization machinery, 
cte., and on the staff. —

patients treated in their homes, visit-

It is to be expected that a certain 

number of cases will still be reported 


for some time, owing to the propor- — 


tion of patients who will remain germ 
carriers; the health department relies 
on the cooperation of the physicians 
treating cases at home to have all con-

ger, and enable the health department 


in this manner to take the usual pre- 
cautions. 

A thorough study is being made of 
all the circumstances relating to the 
epidemic, but it will necessarily take'a 
long time, and conclusions could not 
be drawn at present; nevertheless, 
great care will be taken to derive from 
this study lessons of real practical
